WORKERS WIN 
NEW CONTRACT 


Union Votes to Accept New 
Agreement for Year; 
Wage Increases Granted 


Crockett sugar workers were as- 
sured of continued peace this week 
with an announcement of a re- 
newed working agreement between 
the California-Hawaiian Sugar cor- 
poration and 1,200 of its A. F. of 
L. employes. 

According to T. H. Cotton, union 
secretary, the union voted 679 to 
469 to accept the new contract, 
retroactive until December 1, 1939. 
The agreement will remain in ef- 
fect for one year. 

Increases are provided for all 
classifications of workers under the 
terms agreed upon. Employes on a 
daily basis are raised from 26 to 
35 cents a day from the former 
basic rates of $5.30 for men and 
$4.20 for women. 

Workers on a monthly basis will 
receive increases ranging from $5 
to $12. The basic pay 
merly $105. 

A few years ago the Crockett 
sugar workers were faced with an 
invasion of their union by the CIO. 
After a stiff fight the A. F. of L. 
unionists were successful in retain- 
ing their union. The Alameda 
County Building and Construction 
Trades Council officials played an 
important part in this fight and 
assisted the sugar workers in de- 
feating the CIO “raid” of their 
union. 


San Francisco 
Pressmen’s Union 
Sign Contract 


Many Changes Made in 
New Agreement; Signed 
Until Dec. 31, 1941 


More than 2,000 San Fran- 
cisco printing pressmen, repre- 
senting the commercial indus- 
try, are affected by a new 


agreement just signed with the 
employing printers’ association. 

The new contract is between the 
association and Printing Press- 
men and Assistants’ Union No. 24, 
affiliated with the international 
and entirely separate from Web 
Pressmen’s Union No. 4, consisting 
of workers employed by newspa- 
pers. 

According to announcement sev- 
eral important revisions are incor- 
porated in the new contract. They 
are: An 8-hour day, five day week 
from Monday to Friday, inclusive, 
and specific clauses covering over- 
time and double-time for off-hour 
work. Employes called to work on 
Sundays or recognized holidays 
will be paid for not less than four 
hours’ work at double time rate. 


Basic wage scales have been re- 
vised to provide $49 for platen 
pressmen, $52 for cylinder press- 
men, $30 for platen assistants and 
$39 for cylinder assistants. 

A graduating scale is also pro- 
vided for apprentices and appren- 
tice assistants. The new contract 


remains in effect until December 
31, 1941 and _ thereafter until 
changed.

The executive council of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor adopted 
the following policies in carrying 
out the instructions of the federa- 
tion in securing approval from the 
house of representatives on senate 
bill S. 591: 


‘1. Directs the officers of the 
building trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor to 
call upon members of the house of 
representatives urging them to give 
their unqualified support to the ap- 
proval of the United States housing 
act amendments of 1939; to bring 
these amendments to the attention 
of the officers of all the affiliated 
national and international unions 
and of all local building trades 
councils and to take all other steps 
necessary to insure the passage of 
these amendments and thus _ pro- 
vide for the expansion of the pro- 
gram. 

“2. Requests the officers of the 
department to continue their active 
co-operation with the housing com- 
mittee of the American Federation 
of Labor in order to safeguard fair 
wages, working conditions and con- 
struction standards during con- 
struction of all USHA projects, and 
in order to secure satisfactory la- 
bor representation on all local hous- 
ing authorities.”

In order to clarify many misun- 
derstandings on this issue the fol- 
lowing information will be of bene- 
fit to all concerned. 


In project Cal. 3-1 known as Per- 
alta village, the authority has ac- 
quired 140 parcels out of a total of 
170 which will leave 30 parcels re- 
maining to file condemnation pro- 
cedure against. This project is 
bounded by the following streets: 
8th, 9th, 10th, 11th, and 12th, be- 
tween Cypress, Kirkham, Poplar, 
and Union. Demolition contracts 
have been let for this entire site 
and at present over 50 men are em- 
ployed razing the present struc- 
tures. Owners in this site are sell- 
ing their property to the authority 
and it is anticipated that condem- 
nation will go to a final hearing in 
but very few of the cases. 

A relocation staff is working on 
the site at all times to aid and as- 
sist the present tenant to become 
relocated until the new buildings 
are constructed and many houses 
are fast becoming vacated. As fast 
as a house is vacated proceed or- 
ders will be issued to demolish the 
structure. Advertisement for con 
struction bids will be published in 
the next few weeks and contracts 
will probably be let during the mid- 
dle of May with construction to be 
started about the last of May. 
The total cost of this project will 

$2,117,000.00 with an estimated 
of $1,200,000.00 for actual 
construction costs. A total of 396 
dwelling units will be built and 
each unit will be modern and up- 
to-date, including tile bath, hard- 
wood floors, plenty of windows, 
light and modern fixtures. Contin- 
uous hot water is provided from a 
central heating plant and each 
unit will have a gas recirculating 
modern heater. While the rents for 
these units have not been deter- 
mined it is estimated they will av- 
erage around $4.00 per room shelter 
rent. These amounts vary in each 
project and can not be set until 
such matters as maintenance cost, 
etc. are considered. 


Only families of low income 
within a certain bracket will be al- 
lowed to rent these units which 
will preclude the possibility of be- 
ing in competition with private in- 
dustry. Families are selected from 
a list of applications and it is note- 
worthy to mention that all present 
tenants have signified their desire 
to return to the projects when they 
are completed 

Space does not permit the print- 
ing of all details in this one issue 
so another article will be published 
next week. 

Watch for the low cost housing 
article each week and learn how 
many men will be employed, where 
these projects will be located, how 
much rent will be charged, who 
will live in these projects, how 
many of the present tenants are on 
relief, the average rents paid by 
the present tenants, and other in- 
formation.

There is no longer any room in this country for wage differ- 
entials for any particular section. The United States is and must 
be an economic whole. The American standard of living must 
be the standard for the entire nation, not for certain favored 
geographical areas. The American standard of living must be 
the standard of living for the south. j 

This is the patriotic goal of the American Federation of Labor 
in its efforts to organize the unorganized workers of the south. 
We do not propose to accomplish our ends by revolution. That 
is not our way. We do not propose to create industrial turmoil. 
That is not our way 
south, to stimulate industry in the south and to benefit all the 
|people of the south by applying, through organization. the prin- 


is the American way. 
* * * * 

Union-management co-operation is one of the guiding prin 
ciples of the American Federation of Labor. We refuse and we 
always have refused to accept the doctrine of a ney er-ending 
class war between the workers of our country and the owners 
and managers of industry. That is the philosophy of commu- 
nism. We reject it. We spurn it. We don’t want any part of it. 
We have never compromised with it in the past. We are even 
more unwilling to do so now, when the hypocrisy and cruelty 
of communism have been exposed for all the world to see.

The position of the American Federation of Labor toward the prose- 
cutions of labor organizations under the anti-trust laws being conducted 
by Mrs. Arnold is this: 

1.—We do not shield nor condone wrongdoing by unions or their offi- 
cials. On the contrary, we urged prompt prosecution under the proper 
laws. 

2.—But under no circumstances must the anti-trust laws be invoked 
against labor. 

AND HERE IS WHY 

The anti-trust laws originally were adopted by congress to break up 
business and financial trusts which operated in restraint of trade. There 
was no thought of applying these laws to labor. However, the courts did 
so and the Danbury hatters case was one of the results. 

This decision, forcing union workers to pay a heavy fine out of their 
weekly wages just because they organized for their self-protection 
aroused such widespread public protests that the American Federation 
of Labor encountered no serious objection in congress when it proposed 
amendments to the Sherman act in 1916 to exempt labor from applica- 
tion of the provisions of that act. The new law, called the Clayton act, 
stated flatly that labor was not a commodity nor an article of commerce 
jand that, therefore, labor organizations and their members were not to 
be considered trusts in restraint of trade. 

For twenty-five years this law was_respected by the public authorities 
of our nation and labor unions were not prosecuted under the anti-trust 
iaws. Now comes Mr. Arnold and proceeds to do that very thing in de- 
fiance of the Clayton act, 

Mr. Arnold lists five types of union activities which he will prosecute 
as illegal restraints of trade. Granting for the moment—but only for the 
moment—that the activities listed by Mr. Arnold actually are illegal, 
what guarantee does labor have that his successors will not decide later 
that any and all activities of labor unions are illegal? 

For, you see, if the facts are considered from the point of view of an 
employer, organized labor is the most obvious conspiracy in restraint of 
trade that could be imagined. When two or more workers decide to strike 
they are conspiring to restrain trade no matter how worthy their objec- 
tives may be. 

So we say to Mr. Arnold, why stop with five commandments against 
labor? Why not be consistent and go the whole hog? Why not outlaw all 
unions entirely? 

I AM THE LAW, ARNOLD 

Now let's take a look at some of the activities which Mr. Arnold on his 
own motion and his own authority has branded illegal. He says, for in- 
stance, that he will proceed against “unreasonable restraints designed to 
compel the hiring of useless and unnecessary labor.” Who is going to 
decide when labor is useless or unnecessary? The employer, the workers, 
or Mr. Arnold? The courts long ago have decided that such matters must 
be left to the field of economic conflict. But, of course, Mr. Arnold does 
not let that bother him. 

Then Mr. Arnold also has listed “unreasonable restraints designed to 
prevent the use of cheaper material, improved equipment, or more effi- 
cient methods.” Since when has this been illegal? Since when has it 
been against the law for union workers to refuse to handle scab-made 
products? Since when has it been made a criminal offense for a labor 
organization to try to protect the jobs of its workers when ruthless em- 
ployers install new machinery to put them out of their jobs? Since when 
has it been made a jail offense for union workers to protest with their 
full strength against such “more efficient methods” as the Bedeaux 
system? 

Furthermore Mr. Arnold would make it illegal for A. F. of L. unions 
to compete with CIO unions when either has been established gs the col- 
lective bargaining agency in a plant. This is just about the last straw. 
Here we have a public prosecutor declaring that a law designed to pro- 
mote free competition among business men can be so applied as to stifle 
competition in labor. Does that make sense, let alone law? 

We firmly believe Mr. Arnold’s mental aberrations are not the law of 
the land. The American Federation of Labor will carry test cases to the 
supreme court for an authoritative ruling. And if the decision goes 
against labor even there, that will not end the case. For the American 
Federation of Labor will then institute the strongest campaign in its his- 
tory to amend the law so that labor never again can be considered a

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Million Jobs Lost in January — 


May Require Another Decade to Solve 
Unemployment, Says Board 


A loss of more than 1,000,000 industrial jobs during January 
wiped out all employment gains since last August, it was re- 
vealed this week by Colonel Francis C. Harrington, WPA com- 
missioner. The number of idle at the end of the month, he said 
approximated the high level reached during the summer of 1939. 


Only a part of those deprived of a chance to earn wages were 
taken care of by the WPA, Harrington declared. Fortunately, 
many were able to fall back on job insurance, more than 875,000 
drawing compensation benefits, which showed a 34 per cent 
jump. 

“It is worth nothing,” Harrington observed, “that, in 
spite of the decline last month, marked progress has been 
made since 1933. Nearly 8,000,000 more workers are now 
employed in non-agricultural jobs than in 1933, and this 
does not include those employed by the WPA or other gov- 
ernmental agencies on an emergency basis.” 

Additional light was thrown on the unemployment problem 
by the national resources planning board, which made the dole- 
ful prediction that it will require another decade to solve it. 


The reason is that the number of persons seeking jobs has 
been increasing much more rapidly than population. Between 
1930 and 1940, the board reported, there was a 7 per cent gain 
in population, while in the same period the number of persons 
between 20 and 64 increased 14 per cent. The board estimated 
that 23,000,000 persons became 21 and started job hunting dur. 
ing the present decade. 


To make matters worse, the board recalled that today 80 
workers are producing as much as 100 workers in 1929. 


When this is added to the depression, the board considers it 
“significant that the number of unemployed has not risen appre- 
ciably during the last few years.”’ 


“QOakies” Hit East Coast 


Between 10,000 and 20,000 migrant families are living along 
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An immediate census of the un- 
employed, followed at once by a 
drive enlisting leaders in the na- 
tion to work out a program for 
putting the idle to work, was urged 
by I. M. Ornburn, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Union Label Trades De- 
partment, American Federation of 
Labor, in an address over radio 
station WAPI. He spoke on “union 
label action.” 

“The greatest problem before our 


nation today,” said Ornburn, “is 
unemployment. The United States 
government takes a complete an- 
nual census of pigs, cows and

the eastern seaboard in conditions of poverty, squalor and dis- 
ease similar to those depicted in John Steinbeck’s famous novel, 
“Grapes of Wrath,” depicting the privations and persecution of 
migratory workers in the west. 

According to the farm security administration, these eastern 
“Oakies” follow the cycle of crops up from Florida to New Jer- 
sey. One of the worst areas is declared to be the large metro- 
politan districts around Philadelphia, Camden and Wilmington. 


Most of the migrants have been “‘tractored” off the farms of 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and Tennessee, but some are in- 
dustrial workers who cannot find tactory jobs. 

They move from south to north in creaking “‘jalopies,” in 
freight cars and old trucks. They live in ditch-side camps with- 
out sanitary facilities. They work from 12 to 18 hours a day, 
and earn from $1 to $3 a day. When the job is finished they 
move on to the next crop. 

These homeless families are prey to labor contractors and the 
vicious padrone system that exists in the New Jersey truck fields 
—a system that makes the workers worse than serfs, since 
neither the employer nor the labor contractor has the slightest 
interest in the workers when there is no further opportunity to 
exploit them.

It 
is a tragedy not to try to solve this 
problem. It is a reflection on the 
intelligence of Americans, if we do 
not solve it. 


“Two-thirds of the world is in the 
midst of war. The truth in the mat- 
ter is that the demand for war ma- 
terials from belligerent nations has 
not substantially increased employ- 
ment in this country. This may be 
due to the use of new machinery 
and other labor-saving devices. 
Problem Chiefly Domestic 


“Our problem is chiefly a do- 
mestic problem. In order to solve it 
the workers must co-operate with 
those who do the employing. Poli- 
ticians and college economists have 
wasted seven years trying to solve 
this problem. Better results will be 
obtained by dealing with practical 
men of long experience in labor 
unions and in industry.” 

Ornburn strongly urged support

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lived in Chicago during the days of 
the struggles of labor. He lived in 
Chicago in the days when the mem- 
bership of the international broth- 
erhood of teamsters was being 
bought and sold by thieving em- 
ployers and petty racketeering 
business agents, and he has seen 
the rank and file, through their 
officers, come up from the very 
bottom to positions of indepen- 
dence and safety in employment. 


When M. Pegler sold newspapers 
in Chicago the truck drivers of Lo- 
cal 705 were working for nine dol- 
lars a week, twelve hours a day; 
the milk drivers for about the 
same thing; the newspaper driv- 
ers, with which he was acquainted, 
getting only little more than that. 
Today those organizations are 
earning an average of fifty dollars 
a week, enjoying the eight-hour 
day, and have splendid conditions 
all around. 


Wrongdoers have been removed 
from the organizations in nearly 
every instance, and the price that 
was paid for such removal was the 
blood of the men in our movement. 
The same is true all over the na- 
tion, and if amongst our 450,000 
members there are a few who are 
not lily white holding local posi- 
tions, it would be unjust to smear 
the good name of the entire inter- 
national union. Mr. Pegler, of 
course, has not done this with our 
international union. We merely re- 
cite it in endeavoring to explain 
the unanswered and unjust state- 
ments made against the American 
Federation of Labor because we 
are a part of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, and have been some- 
what instrumental and helpful, in 
the days of Gompers and all down 
the years, in holding its face to the 
wind and fighting its enemies with- 
in and without the labor movement. 

We trust that our members and 
our friends will realize and under- 
stand and remember the great hu- 
manitarian work accomplished by 
the American Federation of Labor 
in all the years of its fighting, 
struggling history. Its great 
achievements are innumerable and 
we have not space to print same, 
but the federation advocated and 
was successful in bringing about 
free text books in the public schools 
of our country, making it possible 
for Mr. Pegler’s children and my 
children to get an education at the 
lowest possible price when we our- 
selves were deprived of same. The 
American Federation of Labor has 
abolished religious prejudice in our 
country, at least amongst its mem- 
bership. The American Federation 
of Labor first championed laws es- 
tablishing women’s rights. It was 
the champion of the shorter work 
day, taking a load off the backs of 
the men of labor who were crip- 
pled by long hours and starvation 
wages. 

It has been successful, through 
its continuous fight, in cleaning out 
some of the rotten conditions ob- 


-|taining in political parties, where 


corporations, or the men who con- 
trolled wealth, also controlled the 
government. By its agitation and 
fearless fighting it has revolution- 
ized the courts of our country and 
placed on the bench honest men 
who observe their oath of ellegi- 
ance to our government.
